A GROUP of schoolchildren have 
returned home after they were 
quarantined in a Beijing hotel 
when one of them was diagnosed 
with swine flu. 

The 16-year-old girl, a pupil at the New Line 
Learning Academy in Maidstone, was diag¬ 
nosed with a mild case of HINI virus during 
the 12-day school trip to China. 

The remaining 17 members of the NLL 
group, made up of year seven, nine and 11 stu¬ 
dents who are studying Mandarin and three 
teachers, were quarantined in their hotel 
while the girl was treated for the virus. 

Headteacher Guy Hewett said the teenager 
has now fully recovered from the virus and was 
due home with the rest of the group on Monday. 

He said: “The group was kept in quarantine 
for a day and are making their way home. The 
girl was diagnosed with a mild case of swine 
flu and was sitting up and chatting, she just 
had a bit of a headache. 

“I’m pleased she has made a full recovery 
and that the group were still able to have a 
great experience and only miss a day of the 
trip. It’s unfortunate that swine flu affected 
the trip, but it certainly did not ruin it. 

“I kept in contact with the group and with 
the parents back home. I slept with my mobile 
phone next to me in case someone called and I 
would update the families of any news.” 

More than 600 students and teachers from 
England were on the trip organised by the 
Specialist Schools and Academies Trust, the

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Are soldiers given 
the protection they 
deserve, asks family

THE family of a soldier 
killed in Afghanistan has 
called for politicians to do 
some soul-searching about 
whether everything is being 
done to protect British 
troops in the combat area. 

Corporal Ivano Violino was based 
in Maidstone and died in September 
2007. 

He travelling with a 44-vehicle 
convoy, moving engineer equipment 
near the town of Gereshk in 
Helmand Province. He was killed 
when his truck hit a landmine. 

After the inquest into his death 
his father-in-law, Paul Bearsby, 
said: “I ask politicians to do some 
soul-searching within their heart- 
of-hearts and tell me if it was their 
sons and daughters out there, 
would they feel confident that 
everything possible was being done 
to protect them.” 

There had been suggestions that 
air cover - had it been in place - 
could have prevented the tragedy. 

But even that would not have 
saved him, according to the coroner 
at the hearing in Tunbridge Wells 
last week. 

At the inquest into Cpl Violino’s 
death, Christopher Sutton-Mattocks 
said such cover would not have

detected explosives under the sol¬ 
dier’s truck. 

His comments follow claims by Cpl 
Ivano’s mother, Diane Bell, that 
extra cover could have saved her son. 

The coroner chose not to record a 
verdict of unlawful killing over the 
death of the soldier, 29, who was orig¬ 
inally from Salford. 

He recorded that the father-of-two, 
who served with 20 Field Squadron, 
36 Engineer Regiment, was killed in 
action on Her Majesty’s Service. 

After the hearing, Ms Bell said 
the verdict made her feel “even 
prouder” of her son, who was 
known as Sean. 

He leaves behind his wife, Katey 
Anne, and seven-year-old twins, 
Ellie and Lewis, from a previous 
relationship. 


Moving tribute to Captain Ben 


THE mother and brother of a soldier 
killed in a helicopter crash in 
Afghanistan have paid tribute to the 
“fine, handsome, warm, intelligent, 
loving and hilarious young man”. 

A funeral for Captain Ben 
Babington-Browne, 27, of 22 
Engineer Regiment, who died in 
Zabul Province on July 8, was held 
with full military honours in his 
hometown of Maidstone yesterday. 

His mother Nina and brother 


Daniel released a statement saying: 
“It is with deep sadness and 
tremendous pride that we receive 
all the lovely tributes about Ben, 
eulogising his wonderful academic 
and military achievements, all of 
which he undertook while manag¬ 
ing to remain a lovely, kind, funny 
and loyal friend, colleague and troop 
commander.”

Collection points 

Latest figures for swine flu in 
Kent show just over 50 cases in 
every 100,000 people, or one in 
2 , 000 . 

The rate of people reporting flu¬ 
like symptoms to their GP within 
the West Kent Primary Care Trust 
was 51 per every 100,000 people. 

That compares to 56 people in the 
areas covered by the Eastern and 
Coastal Kent Primary Care Trust 
and around 50 people in Medway. 

The UK average is 87 cases of flu¬ 
like illness within every 100,000 
people. 

Forty anti-viral collection points 
have now been set up in the west of 
the county as health bosses try to 
contain the spread of the flu. 


Joanna having an 
absolutely fabulous 
time on Nepal trip 


GURKHA rights campaigner and 
actress Joanna Lumley was mobbed 
on arrival in Nepal for what was 
intended to be a low profile visit. 

Such was the good feeling and grat¬ 
itude towards the actress that her 
imminent arrival in Kathmandu 
became the main event across the 
country. 

She was accompanied by Shepway 
councillor and Liberal Democrat 
parliamentary candidate for 
Maidstone Peter Carroll. 

He had also been a major cam¬ 
paigner during the successful drive to 
allow all former Gurkhas the right to 
settle in Britain. 

‘We're so excited to meet her, she's 
been so good to us,” said Sorala 
Thapa, 42, wife of a former Gurkha 
soldier who was one of hundreds of 
Nepalis who welcomed Joanna. 

More than 40 Gurkha wives, all 
wearing traditional green saris bear¬ 
ing the Gurkha emblem of two 


crossed Khukuri knives were at 
Kathmandu Airport. 

As they waited for Ms Lumley's 
plane to touch down, they handed out 
placards bearing the slogans “daugh¬ 
ter of Nepal”, “goddess” and “thank 
you”.

“They can now qualify for British 
settlement visas.” 

As Joanna emerged from the termi¬ 
nal building with Mr Carroll she 
looked delighted to see the crowds 
waiting to meet her. 

Leaders of the Gurkha ex-service¬ 
men organisations draped orange gar¬ 
lands and traditional white khata 
scarves - usually given as a token of 
love - around her shoulders.

MORE than 20 petrolhead police 
officers have fallen foul of the coun¬ 
ty’s eagle-eyed network of speed 
cameras in the past three years, it 
has emerged. 

Figures released by Kent Police in response 
to a Freedom of Information request from 
KOS Media show 24 officers have received 
fixed penalty notices for exceeding the speed 
limit since 2007. 

Nearly half of these notices were issued while 
the officer was on duty. On a further four cases 
it is ‘not known’ if the officer was on duty or not. 

The law-breaking officers range in rank 
from PC to inspector and serve at forces across 
Kent, including Mid Kent and Force HQ in 
Maidstone. 

Four officers from the Mid Kent division - 
which includes Maidstone and Swale - were 
fined for speeding in the last two years. 

Two PCs were caught breaking the speed 
limit while on duty in May, 2007, then a ser¬ 
geant was nabbed in October of that year,

before a PC was caught in April this year 
speeding while off duty. Eight officers who 
work at the Force HQ in Sutton Road, 
Maidstone, were issued with fixed penalty 
notices during the same period. 

This included two PCs on duty in October, 
2007, three PCs and two inspectors in 
February this year, who were all off duty, and 
a PC in May this year, who was also off duty. 

Overzealous 

Assistant Chief Constable Andy Adams said 
the true number of speeding officers was like¬ 
ly to be higher, as police regulations requiring 
officers to report the receipt of fixed penalty 
notices only came into effect last December. 

He added: “It is important to recognise that 
where an officer with Kent police cannot pro¬ 
vide a lawful reason for activating a safety 


camera, he or she will be issued with a fixed 
penalty notice or court summons. 

“Our Kent Standard sets out the service and 
standards the public can expect from Kent 
police. Kent police has vigorous checks and bal¬ 
ances to ensure officers drive lawfully. When 
they don’t they face the same penalties as any¬ 
one else. No police officer is above the law.” 

A spokesman for Speedcameras.org said the 
figures supported their call for speed cameras 
to be discontinued. 

He said: “It’s of no surprise to learn that 
police officers also exceed the speed limit, just 
like the other two million ordinary members of 
the public who get fined each year. 

“It proves that even officers are just as like¬ 
ly to fall foul of the overzealous placement of 
speed cameras and mobile traps that line our 
streets and motorways. 

“If these professional upholders of law can 
wander above the speed limit then what hope 
do the rest of us have? 

“Speed limits should not be policed in such a 
cold, robotic fashion.”

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Volunteers needed to crew boat 


A CHARITY that provides boat trips for dis¬ 
abled and disadvantaged people is appealing for 
more volunteers to come forward.

Crews now take groups of 12 out between May 
and September, including those from residential 
homes, Alzheimer’s associations and people with 
learning difficulties and mental health problems.

Petrol bomber causes £36,000 of 
damage in double attack on firm 


POLICE are hunting a pyromaniac who fire- 
bombed a haulage company twice in one week. 

More than £36,000 of damage was caused 
when the arsonist broke into Ardula’s prem¬ 
ises in Laddingford and Chatham and 
hurled petrol bombs inside two vehicles.

The first bomb was thrown inside the cab of 
one of Ardula’s HGVs between 11pm and 
12.20am, completely destroying it and damag-

The passionate wildlife supporter and area representative for the Royal Society for the Protection of Birds 
spoke to Nick Ames about the simple things people can do to turn their gardens into a haven for nature 


have done the same. They might not look much, 
but just listen to them sing - their song is one 
of my favourite sounds of summer. 

The willow warbler’s song is particularly 
beautiful, a descending harmony of notes that 
starts softly and ends with a fancy flourish. 

From the other end of the globe, look out for 
redwings and fieldfares from Scandinavia, 
especially if you’ve got bird-feeders. Both look a 
bit like song thrushes, in fact they’re related to 
them, but redwings have rusty-red flanks, and 
fieldfares have orangey-yellow breasts. 

Qls climate change a factor for local wildlife? 

A I’ve been told off for using the analogy of 
canaries down the mine before - mainly 
because it’s a terrible pun - but that’s exactly 
what wildlife is, especially birds, when it comes 
to detecting the impact climate change is hav¬ 
ing on our world. 

Last year, an RSPB (Royal Society for the 
Protection of Birds) and BTO (British Trust for 
Ornithology) study found that chaffinches are 
now laying eggs about a week earlier than they 
did in the mid-1960s, and that blue tits, robins 
and swallows are showing similar patterns. It 
might not seem much, but birds like blue tits 
only have one brood per year, and they actually 
time it to coincide with the emergence of cater¬ 
pillars. The last few years have seen a shortage 
of caterpillars at this crucial time because the 
chicks have arrived too early. 


How can people spot rarer creatures such as badgers? 

A Contact Kent Wildlife Trust, who’ll put you 
in touch with some good badger-watching 
sites. If you have badgers using your garden, 
keep an eye out around dusk and into the 
evening, as this is when they’re most likely to 
forage for food. Badgers are very social crea¬ 
tures, so they’ll also use this time to play - a 
marvellous sight if you’re lucky enough to see it. 

If you reckon badgers are in the area, you can 
encourage them by putting food out - they love 
peanuts especially. While it’s not great to feed 
them loads of sugary things, they also have a 
remarkably sweet tooth, so putting out the odd 
bit of cake will be much appreciated. 

How did you get involved in wildlife conservation? 

A I grew up in the Cotswolds and spent end¬ 
less summers as a child peering under 
rocks, digging about in the dirt, and generally 
driving my mum potty with all the wonders I’d 
found. I remember finding a fossil once and 
sending it off to the Really Wild Show, hoping 
the show’s presenter Chris Packham would 
knock on my door. Now I’m working for the 
RSPB, Chris is our vice-president and I’ve been 
lucky enough to meet him.

QUESTION & ANSWER 


# What is the best way to make your garden as friendly as 
Impossible for birds and animals? 

A I always tell people they can do a lot of good 
just by being a bit lazy. If you leave some 
patches of grass to grow long or let piles of 
leaves collect, you’ll attract insects, which pro¬ 
vides food for birds and other wildlife. 

If you relish a spot of gardening, trees like 
birch and rowan, or shrubs like pyracantha or 
hawthorn are good. Even some non-native flow¬ 
ers work well - buddleias and sedum attract 
butterflies. Plant one and you’ll be able to meas¬ 
ure its success instantly - sit back and watch as 
the butterflies flock to your handiwork. 


Q What are the most common creatures that can be 
spotted in gardens in Kent? 

A lt can really depend on the garden itself - 
the more ‘wildlife-friendly features you’ve 
got, the more species you’re likely to see. Kent 
does pretty well for starlings and house spar¬ 
rows, although numbers are nothing like they 
used to be. Kent has also seen more great tits in 
recent years, and more greenfinches too. 

At this time of year, also look out for hedge¬ 
hogs feeding on worms as dusk falls and for 
butterflies like common blues and large whites.

And what are the most exotic? 


A Birds like swifts and house martins might 
not seem exotic but the/ve made incredible 
journeys from Africa to get here. Warblers will

Award Winning Company 
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Regulator tells 
water firms 
to drop prices 


WATER companies in Kent could be 
forced to slash bills by as much as 
ten per cent over the next five years. 

The industry regulator Ofwat published its 
draft responses to firms’ business plans last 
week, with all five providing water and sewer¬ 
age services in Kent told to either cut or freeze 
the amount they expect customers to pay. 

Homeowners served by South East Water 
could see their bills go down by an average of 
six per cent by 2015 - or from £170 to £160 - 
compared with the £48 increase proposed by 
the company. 

The draft response also calls for Southern 
Water bills to go down by an average of two

per cent to £373 (£426 proposed), while cus¬ 
tomers served by Veolia Water Southeast - for¬ 
merly Folkestone and Dover Water - could see 
reductions of ten per cent, down to £177 (£226 
proposed). 

All calculations are before inflation. 

Draft 

Karen Gibbs, the Consumer Council for Water’s 
policy manager for London and the South 
East, welcomed Ofwat’s recommendations. 

She said: “It looks like good news for cus¬ 
tomers. Ofwat appears to be saying the compa-

nies can deliver good services without having 
to increase bills as much as proposed in their 
business plans. 

“Now the companies and the CCW will have 
to look at where Ofwat has challenged invest¬ 
ment proposals to see how that will impact on 
services and whether it will alter the amount 
spent on what customers see as priority areas. 

“This is the first time the CCW has been 
involved in price setting and we were aware 
huge price increases would not be welcome in 
the current economic climate.” 

Four of Kent’s five water companies released 
statements on Thursday saying they had noted 
Ofwat’s draft response and would consider its 
views ahead of a final decision in November. 


But Thames Water reacted angrily to the 
report. The company wanted to increase its 
average bills by 17 per cent to £356 by 2015 but 
has instead been asked to keep them stable. 

Chief executive David Owens said: “Initial 
indications suggest the draft may not allow us 
to deliver what customers want. 

“For example, this means we won’t be able to 
reduce leakage at all over the next five years.” 

Ofwat chief executive Regina Finn said: “We 
understand times are hard and have listened 
to customers. They want a safe, reliable water 
supply at reasonable cost. 

“Our decisions allow efficient, well-run com¬ 
panies to invest in the right place at the right 
time for the right price.”

groin and investigations revealed the 
cancer had returned. 

Despite surgery to remove 22 lymph 
nodes, Michelle has now been told the 
cancer has spread to her brain and the 
future looks uncertain. 

The two friends - who admit they are 
not natural-bom runners - will run the 
Cancer Research UK event on Sunday, 
September 27, in the picturesque 
grounds of the castle, near Maidstone. 


Adam, 43, an IT support analyst, said: 
“I admit I’m not the most active person. 
Training for the 10k is the first real exer¬ 
cise I’ve undertaken in more than ten 
years, which goes some way to showing 
how important this is to me.”

THE portly figure of Henry VIII 
has been immortalised on a new 
Leeds Castle mural created by 
primary school pupils. 

Artistic youngsters from Kingswood 
Primary dipped their brushes in paint to cre¬ 
ate the mural near the children’s play area. 

As part of their creative curriculum, seven 
children aged between nine and 11 painted a 
mural to celebrate the 500th anniversary of 
Henry VUI’s accession to the throne. 

King Hal was one of the castle’s most noto¬ 
rious owners, transforming it into a royal 
palace in honour of his first wife, Catherine 
of Aragon. 

The mural has been painted on part of an 
enormous hoarding erected around recently 
demolished greenhouses, which had become 
unsafe. 

The children were given free rein over the 
design and content of the piece, which depicts 
the castle’s links to Henry Tudor. 

Leeds Castle provided the materials and 
scaffolding, and participating pupils were 
allowed to use the Knights’ Realm play-

ground during their stay on site as well as 
each being given a 12-month pass. 

Inspiration for the mural was drawn from 
a painting which now hangs in the Henry 
VIII Banqueting Hall called the Field of the 
Cloth of Gold. 

It commemorates a meeting between the 
Tudor monarch and the French king held in 
1520 and shows Henry and his court on 
route to France from Dover after staying at 
the castle. 

Project leader Laura Benaggoune said: “It’s 
the end of the school year, and the children in 
year six are either leaving primary education 
or have just finished their SATs, so it’s nice 
for them to get out. 

“They’re itching to do more exciting things 
and this experience was something memo¬ 
rable to take away with them when they 
move on to secondary school.” 

More local schools are expected to add their 
artistic contributions to the mural over the 
coming months.

JUDGING humanity while in a 
queue at Tesco is not the most life- 
affirming activity but this week I 
found myself - plastic-packeted 
houmous, rocket salad and avocado 
in hand - in that very position. 

It amazes me that we seem to have stripped 
day-to-day life of human interaction. 

We have reached the end of the self-service 
decade - in banks, supermarkets, in the driver’s 
seat, on buses, while juggling our iPhones, MP3s, 
sat-navs and other unfathomable electronic 
gadgets that tell us whether we need to take 
more steps, eat more fruit, turn left, breathe... 

“Please insert your credit or debit card” 
comes from eight checkouts, while a bland- 
sounding robot with no discemable accent 
drones “incorrect item” in the bagging area, 
while one girl (who cannot be more than 16 
but is very much alive) sits as a puppet- 
master, chewing gum, watching over these 


automatic time-saving machines. It won’t scan 
your pasta salad, madam? Please enter 
authentication code. The machine under¬ 
stands the barcode. 

This march of technology has become more 
of a sprint. I remember at the end of the 1990s, 
in sixth form, a friend telling me that her 
phone could send texts (TEXTS?) if you just 
typed what you wanted to say on the screen. 

In a very short space of time we have become 
nothing more than ASL, CYAL8R, B4N. 

We scan our own salads, marvel at paying in 
cheques through a shiny silver slot, interact 
with each other through a series of scrambled 
letters and numbers. Why? To save time, of 
course! But time for what? 

A week ago I stood at London Bridge station, 
where a sign told me I must buy my ticket 
before boarding or run a gauntlet of fines. 

Drivers no longer chat, take your money or 
comment on the weather. They drive. That is 
their title and that is what they do. 

I asked a question about my stop and the 
driver (note, no conductors anymore, automat¬ 


ic devices can save a year’s salary) said “The 
bus will tell you”. Minutes later, far too close to 
a man who had never heard of deodorant, I 
find the bus speaks. Again, that blandest of 
accents warns you when your stop is near. 

Soon the buses will be driverless, navigating 
the city’s streets using magnets embedded in 
the road. Passengers will determine their pick¬ 
up point using Bluetooth technology. And that 
is not Orwellian thinking. That is fact. 

And so I wonder what it would be like to go 
back a decade, before the internet (how did we 
ever do anything before that?) before mobile 
phones, before everything had been over¬ 
complicated in an effort to over-simplify. 

Progress is unending and corresponds to our 
view that we are endlessly perfectible. 

Yet from my position in the supermarket 
queue, I would choose imperfection in the 
blink of an eye.

I read the blog on tutoring by 
Gaiy Wright with interest and feel 
I should address a couple of 
points. Firstly, he’s worried about 
the safety of tutors. I can inform 
him they have recently been asked 
to cough up £64 for a registration 
scheme including police checks. 

However, what guarantee of 
security is that? All it proves is 
that the person hasn’t been 
caught yet. The best way to make 
sure your child is safe is not to 
treat the tutor like a glorified 
babysitter, but to make sure you 
are present or at least within 
earshot for your child’s lessons.

As for CRB checks, I have 
had to get one done in the past, 
but as a self-employed person 
it is almost impossible to get 
such a check carried out on 
oneself. 

Most tutors have nothing to 
hide and are very often just 
school teachers trying to earn a 
few extra pennies in their spare 
time. 

Such tutors already have a 
CRB check in place!

15. Drink cold drinks like water or fruit 
juice regularly and avoid tea, coffee 
and alcohol. 

16. Stay tuned to the weather forecast 
and plan ahead with supplies - 
think of elderly neighbours who 
may need help with supplies. 

17. Identify the coolest room in the 
house to cool down or sleep in. 

18. People with respiratory problems 
should stay inside during the hottest 
part of the day. 


IT'S not just the sun that can be our foe 
as well as our friend. Continued 
humidity, especially during a heatwave, 
can be dangerous too. 

The heat can affect anyone, but some 
people run a greater risk of serious 
harm, especially the very young, older 
people and those with serious illnesses. 

It can make heart and respiratory 
problems worse and in extreme cases can 
lead to heat stroke, which can be fatal. 

To stay safe: 

10. Keep an eye on children, vulnerable 
friends and neighbours. 

11. Keep plenty of water to hand and 
stay in the shade where possible. 

12. Shut and shade windows when it is 
hotter outside and open them for 
ventilation when cooler. 

13. Avoid doing things that need lots 
of effort like sport, DIY or 
gardening. 

14. People with serious health 
problems (for example heart 
conditions), should avoid going out 
in the heat, especially between 

11am and 3pm.

Stay safe in the sun 


As soon as the warm weather arrives 
we all want to go out and enjoy it - 
and why shouldn't we? We all spend far 
too much time in air conditioned offices 
gazing wistfully out of the window. 


6. Cover skin with clothing giving 
good protection - examples are 
longsleeved shirts and loose 
clothing with a close weave. 


Seek shade, but remember sunburn 
can occur even when in partial 
shade or when cloudy. 


But whether we are enjoying some sun in 
the Med or in our back garden we still 
need to protect ourselves. 


8 . Wear wrap-around sunglasses. 


Skin cancer is one of the most common 
cancers in the UK. Right now, around 
1,700 people are being treated for 
malignant melanoma and other skin 
cancers in the eastern and coastal 
Kent region. 


9. Remember certain prescribed drugs, 
medicines, foods, cosmetics and plant 
materials can also make people more 
sensitive to sunlight. 


Coping with sunburn 


Most skin cancers are caused by 
damage from sunburn and could easily 
be prevented. 


Sunburn is when your skin overheats 
and becomes red and painful and may 
later peel or blister. 


1 . 


Apply sunblocks or sunscreens with 
high sun protection factors (at least 
factor 15). 


If you get sunburn: 


Cool the skin down by dabbing it 
with a cool, wet towel or tissue. 


- 2 . 


Take extra care with children - use 
factor 30 plus. For babies use factor 
50 plus. 


If really bad, take a quick cold shower. 


3. 


Apply generously and reapply 
frequently, especially after activities 
such as swimming or towelling. 


Don't go back into the sun until 
you've healed. 


I 4. 


Wear a wide-brimmed hat to 
reduce exposure to the face, eyes, 
head and neck. 


Drink plenty of fluids to replace the 
water lost through sweating and to 
cool down. 


Limit the amount of time you spend 
in the sun, particularly between 
11am and 3pm. 


Apply calamine or after-sun lotion. 


For adults, painkillers such as 
paracetamol or ibuprofen can help 
relieve pain and reduce swelling.

Enjoy your barbeque 
in safety 


WHAT better way to enjoy a balmy 
evening than some healthy barbecue 
food with friends? 

Just don't become one of the 965 cases of 
people in east Kent turned up at accident 
and emergency with food poisoning last 
year - that doesn't include those who 
suffered nasty fire-related injuries either! 

When you're cooking on a barbecue, 
make sure you: 

19 . Place your barbecue on a level 
surface, away from plants and 
trees. 

20 . Cover the bottom of your barbecue 
with coal to a depth of no more 
than 5cm (2in). 

21 . Use only recognised firelighters 
or starter fuel, and then only on 
cold coals. 

22 . Wait until coals are glowing red 
with a powdery grey surface before 
you start cooking. 

Wash your hands every time you 
touch raw meat and keep it 
separate from other foods. 

Properly thaw frozen meat before 
you cook it. 

Turn meat regularly and move 
it around the barbecue to cook 
it evenly. 

Remember that meat is safe to eat 
only when it is piping hot in the 
centre, there is no pink meat visible 
and the juices are clear. 

Keep prepared food in the fridge 
wherever possible and don't leave 
it out in the sun.

Avoid bringing back the 
worst kind of souvenir 


A sexually transmitted infection (STI) or 
unintended pregnancy can be the worst 
kind of souvenir to bring home. Last 
year, more than 2,500 sexually 
transmitted infections were diagnosed in 
east Kent genitourinary medicine clinics. 

28 . Always buy a pack of condoms in 
addition to your normal 
contraception. 

29 . Vomiting, diarrhoea, and some 
medicines, including some 
antibiotics and some anti-malaria 
drugs can make the contraceptive 
pill and some contraceptive 
implants less effective so always use 
a condom to help protect against 
pregnancy and STIs. 

30 . Only buy condoms with the CE 
mark on the packet. 

31 . Keep condoms away from 
oil-based products such as suntan 
lotion, baby oil and lipstick. 

32 . Store condoms in a cool, 
dry place.

A real stinger 


Have fun outdoors 
in safety 


For most people, stings and bites from 
insects are painful but harmless. However, 
if you also experience symptoms 
anywhere else you may be having an 
allergic reaction and should seek 
emergency medical treatment. 

33 . Remove the sting as soon as possible 
with your fingers or tweezers. 

34 . Bee stings have a poisonous sac so 
take care not to puncture it as you 
remove the sting. 

35 . Wash the area with soap and water. 

36 . Put a cold flannel on the area. 

37 . Raise the part of the body that 

has been stung or bitten to prevent 
swelling. 

38 . Use a spray, or cream, containing 
local anaesthetic or antihistamine on 
the affected area to help prevent 
itching and swelling. 

39 . Take painkillers, such as 
paracetamol (if the sting or bite is 
very painful). 

40 . Don't scratch the area, as it may 
become infected. 

41 . Consult your GP if redness and 
itching does not clear up after 
48 hours.

Check the garden regularly for 
potential hazards, such as tools, 
ponds or water butts. 

46 . If children are around barbecues, 
watch that they don't get too close 
to hot surfaces. 

47 . Protect your child from the sun. 

48 . Be safe around water with 
your child. 

49 . Consider taking a first aid course. 

50 . Follow all these simple steps and 
you be guaranteed a fun and 
action-packed summer in the sun.

When art imitated life

Andrew reluctantly agrees, on the condition 
that she flies with him to Alaska to meet his 
family and celebrate his Grandma Annie’s 
(Betty White) 90th birthday 

In real life, of course, Sandra is nothing like 
the hard-nosed, Christian Louboutin-wearing 
New Yorker Margaret - although she does look 
immaculate today in a white-and-black top, with 
her long dark hair tucked behind one shoulder 
to reveal a diamond earring. 

And she is the ‘older woman’. While Ryan,

FIVE upped the stakes with Channel 
4 in the ever-more-provocative and 
outrageous programme titles race 
with its Thursday night offering - 
Headshrinkers of the Amazon. 

Reporter Piers Gibbon found 
himself in a remote Ecuadorian 
village in search of shamen, with the 
possibility that his own brain would 
come back reduced, rather than 
enlightened, by the experience. 

Fortunately, and perhaps 
unsurprisingly, he escaped unscathed 
and the Shuar villagers seemed more 
than welcoming, no doubt not used 
to having too many Western visitors 
these days. 

The most disturbing part of it all 
was archive footage by a Polish 
explorer, Edmundo Bielawski, of an 
apparent head-shrinking ritual in 
motion, which was the cause for 
Gibbon’s foray into the rainforest. 

Perhaps this is how people who 
tune into rolling news coverage feel? 
The 1960s flickering images from the 
old film added to the eeriness of it all. 

The programme later unravels the 
continuing black market trade in 
‘tsantsas’ or officially shrinked head 
collectibles, all rather gruesome but 
nevertheless watchable. 

The most poignant moment came 
when Gibbon met the widow of a 
man who disappeared after criticising 
the shamen’s ritual, never to be seen 
again. 

Definitely thought-provoking, but 
not while eating your boiled potatoes 
and green beans. 

That particular fare is not 
something the Supersizers, aka Giles

Coren and Sue Perkins, will be likely 
to eat this week as they prepare to 
feast on the delights of ancient Rome 
for the last in the series.

MAJESTIC: The Rockies make an impressive backdrop to views well worth hiking for, but don't forget bear spray

MY LUNGS were on fire as I 
forced one foot in front of the other. 
If exhaustion didn’t get me, I won¬ 
dered if a bear would. 

Not that I’d seen one on my hour-long hike 
through the Canadian wilderness, but with 
plenty of warnings about such beasts in the 
area, I couldn’t be too careful. 

I’d hiked through the Rockies two years ear¬ 
lier and barely broken a sweat, so I wondered 
if the time between visits had left me out of 
shape. 

“One more step and I’ll reach the summit,” I 
thought, but the track kept getting steeper, 
winding off into the distance. The roar of a cas¬ 
cading stream to my left was a driving sound¬ 
track as I forced myself on. 

With lungs gasping for breath, I reached my 
destination: the source of the waterfall - a 
sheer stone wall, water bubbling through the 
gap at its base. 

At first sight, the hike had seemed simple 
until I realised later we were 7,200 feet above 
sea level. As Ben Nevis is an estimated 4,000 
feet, it’s little wonder I found it a struggle. 

Based at peaceful Mount Engadine Lodge, 
half an hour’s drive from one of Canada’s most 
beautiful towns, Canmore, I was relieved to 
see our hosts had bear spray ready to ward off 
unwanted gatecrashers. 

It’s off the beaten track, and the lack of TVs 
and phone reception leaves some guests feel¬ 
ing a little cut-off, but if you want a break from 
civilisation, this is the perfect retreat. 

After two idyllic days of picture-postcard 
views, I headed for Rafter Six Ranch Resort, 
between Calgary and Banff, for a horse ride to 
remember. 


This three-and-a-half-hour trek was not for 
the faint of heart, and with an often-difficult 
course over tricky terrain, it made for a mem¬ 
orable, albeit taxing experience. Experienced 
riders will love it. 

The following day was the summer solstice, 
a time for trying new things, as our yoga guide 
told us. 

Icefield Tours, about two hours’ drive from 
the heart of Banff, offers an unforgettable hel¬ 
icopter ride over some of the world’s most 
breathtaking scenery. While some marry 
there, or go hiking, I was keen to try heli-yoga. 

Our guide Martha was a tribute to the power 
of yoga. She turned 50 that week, but could 
have passed for mid-30s. 

The breathtaking helicopter journey over 
winding aquamarine lakes and a sea of trees 
framed by the monumental Rockies was soon 


balanced by utter calm. We touched down in a 
deserted field that would have looked at home 
in Little House On The Prairie. 

It was an unlikely setting in which to be 
practising back arches, standing on one leg or 
‘saluting the sun’. 

While having lunch by a babbling stream, I 
realised this was one of those rare trips which, 
unlike some of my yoga moves, was perfectly 
balanced. 

Thanks to Martha’s instructions, I alleviated 
my back pain and strengthened under-used 
muscles. It was one of the high points of this 
trip - or indeed any trip. 

After three visits to Alberta, my ongoing love 
affair with this jewel in the Canadian crown 
shows no sign of abating. I may not have 
dropped a decade like my yoga guru did, but 
days there nudged my clock back a few weeks.

Call for regulation of 
buy-to-let investors 

IN a recent poll of 550 mortgage brokers, 
more than half of respondents said they 
would like to see buy-to-let regulated by 
the Financial Services Authority 

A total of 54 per cent expressed that 
view in the light of the current property 
prices situation 

Research from mortgage specialist, 
Exact, also revealed that 63 per cent of 
brokers estimated that more than 75 per 
cent of their buy-to-let clients were ama¬ 
teur investors. 

For two out of five respondents, the 
percentage soared to more than 90 per 
cent of amateur landlords. 

Exact’s managing director, Alan 
Cleary, is of the opinion that the ready 
mortgage finance and credit that existed 
until 2007 made it too easy for amateurs 
“without a commercial head on their 
shoulders” to enter the market. 

He said: “It was a mistake to assume 
that because buy-to-let was viewed as a 
commercial endeavour, it could be left 
unregulated. 

“The number of amateur landlords in 
the private rented sector with sizeable 
portfolios now well under water is proof 
of the fact.” 

Don't miss out on cash 
help for first-timers 

FIRST-time buyers are being urged not 
to miss out on a share of £3.4 million 
which can help them on to the property 
ladder. 

The money includes £1.7 million of 
Government funding for an initiative 
aimed at reducing the cost of homebuy¬ 
ing and must be allocated before the end 
of this year. 

“The scheme is called HomeBuy Direct 
and it dramatically reduces the initial 
purchase cost of a house and improves 
your chance of owning your own home,” 
said Tim Nabbs, sales director for Ward 
Homes. 

“We have around £1.7 million of 
Government funding, together with our 
own contribution of £1.7 million, which 
totals £3.4 million that has to be spent 
on HomeBuy Direct this year. 

“I would advise people to come and 
talk to us to find out if they are eligible 
and we can answer any queries and help 
with the paperwork.” 

The scheme is open to a range of peo¬ 
ple who don’t own their own home.

HOME-SELLERS raised their 
asking prices this month to meet 
increased demand from buyers, 
according to the operator of the 
UK’s biggest residential property 
website. 

The average cost of a home rose 0.6 per cent 
to £227,864 after falling 0.4 per cent in June, 
Rightmove said in a statement. 

The housing market is showing signs of 
recovery from the worst economic contraction 
in a generation after officials rescued banks 
and started printing money. 

“With growing confidence that we’ve passed 
the bottom, buyers are more active, although 
they may discover that many of the best buys 
have gone,” Miles Shipside, commercial direc¬ 
tor of Rightmove, said in the statement. 

Seven of ten regions tracked by Rightmove 
rose this month. 

The average number of properties available 
for sale at each estate agent fell to 70 per cent 
from 71 in June. 

At the same time the number of people look¬ 
ing at property listings on the site is “much 
higher than we would expect” for this time of 
year, Rightmove said. 

UK mortgage approvals rose to 43,414 in 
May, up from 27,000 in November, the least 
since Bank of England data began a decade 
ago. 

The reading is still about a third less than at 
the start of 2008. 

The Bank of England has cut the bench¬ 
mark interest rate to a record low of 0.5 per 
cent and is buying £125 billion of bonds with 
newly-created money to ease lending strains. 

Prime Minister Gordon Brown has spent bil¬ 
lions of pounds rescuing banks. 


LOWER house prices should be good news for 
first-time buyers, but research shows that to 
secure a mortgage, they need an average 
deposit of £32,000. 

Since the onset of the credit crunch almost 
two years ago, lenders have significantly tight¬ 
ened their lending criteria and the number of 
deals has been dwindling. 

The best deals are saved for those with a 
hefty deposit - at least 25 per cent of buyers. 

Research from moneysupermarket.com, the 
price comparison website, shows that some 13 
per cent of 18 to 34 year olds are now thinking 
about buying their first home. 


‘With only seven volume lenders remaining 
in the lending game, including three 
Government-backed institutions that are pri¬ 
oritising their balance sheets over new lend¬ 
ing, we are set to bump along the bottom for 
some time yet,” Mr Shipside said. 

The economy will grow 0.5 per cent next 
year, up from a previous forecast for a 0.1 per 


However, just 25 per cent of potential buyers 
have saved a deposit, which leaves three- 
quarters wondering where the money will 
come from. Many are relying on the ‘bank of 
mum and dad’. 

The figures show 16 per cent are thinking 
about taking out a loan to cover the cost of the 
deposit, but Louise Cuming, head of mort¬ 
gages at moneysupermarket.com, warns that 
this is risky. 

Ms Cuming said: “Taking out a loan to pay 
for a mortgage deposit is a dangerous move 
and must be avoided, even if it means you 
have to delay buying your first home.”

The latest figures from the Council of 
Mortgage Lenders show that mortgage lend¬ 
ing improved in May. 

However, the number of home loans was still 
28 per cent lower than it was this time last 
year.

Despite a Seat grille and some styling 
tweaks, it can’t help looking like a ‘dodgy Audi’ 
or suffering from the A4’s relatively cramped 
rear seating. But this is quibbling when com¬ 
pared with the benefits: pricing, peerless build 
quality, safety, reliability, a high quality cabin 
- ported over from the even more premium A4 
Cabriolet rather than the saloon/estate - a 
decent boot and a terrific drive. 

The last deserves most praise; Seat engi¬ 
neers chose to change the sporty chassis set¬ 
up of the Audi, which could be irritatingly firm 
in everyday use. There is still a Sport option, 
but our test car had Seat’s standard set-up, 
which delivers a refined ride and responsive 
handling even on challenging roads. 

Our mid-range SE spec car, with its entry 
level 2.0-litre 143PS/141bhp turbodiesel 
(£18,340) and six-speed gearbox also 
impressed with its liveliness, excellent cabin 
refinement and motorway composure - it 
should also average more than 50mpg. 

Equipment levels are lavish, with our SE 
including cruise control, iPod/MP3 port, 
Bluetooth phone connectivity and voice con¬ 
trol, rain sensing wipers, dual-zone climate 
control and smart alloys.

HIGHER road taxes and fuel prices have hit values for used executive models in the management class, making them prime targets for 
buyers covering low mileages and looking for a bit of class and luxury. Our choice is three German rivals synonymous with executive suc¬ 
cess, stylish and surprisingly cheap to maintain due to the upfront build guality. Do your research and take the test drives before driving 
away smoothly in a premium bargain, smug in the knowledge that someone else or a company has borne the brunt of early depreciation. 



MAYBE it is the most staid of our trio, but the E-Class claims the 
highest swank value. Nothing beats a three-pointed star on the bonnet 
at this level. Reliability and quality has been excellent, though the halo 
slipped on the previous 2002-2009 range (pictured) until a facelift in 
2006. Ride and handling is more in the 'comfort zone', but the E-Class 
is nimble enough and the estate is a cavernous and luxurious load- 
lugger. Excellent diesel engines complete a tempting package. 


UNTIL the current A6 range, Audi's 'management motor' struggled 
to match its German rivals for style and image, though fit and finish 
was beyond reproach. However, examples built before the current 
2004 line-up (pictured) can still be incredible bargains. Unless you 
buy the more expensive quattro versions though, an A6 means front- 
wheel drive. Ride and comfort also tends towards hard and 'sport¬ 
ing', but the A6 offers excellent powertrains, particularly diesels. 


BMW and its charismatic badge enjoy the most aspirational image 
with buyers and much credit goes to the 5-Series - a big car yet 
famed for its handling. The previous incarnation (pictured) laid the 
foundations for that and many people still prefer its reserved styling 
to the looks of its successor. The 5-Series also boasts some excellent 
engines, though chronically underpowered four-cylinder petrol 
ex-company car variants are best avoided - whatever the price.

Four-minute man 
Bannister to open 
new running track 

THE first athlete to run a four-minute mile, 
Sir Roger Bannister, will open Medway & 
Maidstone Athletics Club’s new track at 
Sutton Valance in September. 

Bannister is one of Great Britain’s great¬ 
est athletes and was the first man to com¬ 
plete the feat of running a mile under four 
minutes in 1954. 

To run a mile under four minutes was 
thought to be impossible at the time and 
although his time was broken soon after, 
Bannister’s achievement is one of the most 
famous in athletics history. 

The 75-year-old will take part in the new 
athletics facilities opening ceremony, which 
will take place on September 22. 

The facility situated at Sutton Valence 
School has been partly funded by the 
school, Maidstone council and Medway & 
Maidstone AC at a cost of £800,000. 

Finest 

The track will be one of the finest in the 
county and has been earmarked as a train¬ 
ing venue for the 2012 London Olympics. 

The building process started in March 
and the facility is on schedule to be complet¬ 
ed next month. 

Once opened the facility will host a number 
of competitions and will be open to club mem¬ 
bers five days a week. Training sessions for 
the public will also be held at the track. 

Sutton Valence School’s incoming head¬ 
master, Bruce Grindlay, said: “There has 
been an extraordinary amount of develop¬ 
ment at the school in the past four years. 

“The new athletics track is the latest in a 
long line of investments which will benefit not 
only our students, but the local community
